4J1FS, MALYJ VYSOTSKIJ ISLAND. Well, 4F1FS showed up on the air 
Thursday, May 23th. The Dxpedition will be on all bands and modes 
until May 29. QSL via OH2BU. 


D2, ANGOLA. Nicholai, RT5UT, one of the operators going to Angola said 
the group has postponed their DXpedition until around May 27. The 
operators will leave Moscow on May 26 and will commence operating 
shortly after their arrival in Angola. The operation will last thru 
June 9th, because the operators must be back in Moscow on June 11. 
Operating frequencies for CW will be 25 KHz from the band edge on 10, 
15 and 20 meters. For SSB, check 14195, 21195 and 28495 KHz. The 
frequencies for 80 and 40 meters will be announced and some WARC 
activity is expected. 


EL, LIBERIA. EL2/KC4WCV still continues to be active mostly on 10 
meters, but he has been heard on 15 meters. Check between 28328 to 
28365 Khz around 1330 to 1800Z. Also check the DX Net on 21335 Khz 
around 1600Z. QSL via NATBB. 


ET, ETHIOPIA. Jack continues to make all the CW ops happy. Word has 
it he will be leaving around June 8, but this date could be cut short 
do to the political unrest in the country. QSL via F6HIZ for contacts 
on and after May 8. 


FR/T, TROMELIN. Yoland, FR5AI/T, will be leaving Tromelin about May 
25th. He plans to be active from Juan de Nova at the end of September 
and hopes to be active from Glorioso sometime this year. 


TI9, COCOS ISLAND. Jose, TI2JJP, was active this week from Cocos Island 
signing TI9JJP. But by the time you read this he will be QRT. QSL only 
to TI2A0C 1990-91 CallBook address.
